today decided' that the tripartite 
naval agreement reached last week 
by Great Britain, Italy and France, 
was "satisfactory," it was announc 
ed after a meeting of the ministers 
presided over by President Doumer- 
gue, Thus France's adherence to 
the arangement, -which must now be 
submitted to the United States, Ja- 
pan and the British dominions, was 
virtually. assured.

thur Henderson, and A. V. Alexan- 
der, first lord of the admlrality, left 
at midday for London after spending 
most of a busy forenoon denying re- 
ports 'printed in newspapers here 
which pretended to give at 
least 


parts of the text of the new arrange- 
ment.

MOTHER AND SON 


FREED IN MURDER 


Mrs. Rose Nichols and Law- 


rence Nichols Are Ac- 
quitted by Jury

43, and her son, Lawrence, 23, to 
day were free' of charges of com- 
plicity In the slaying of the former's 
brother, John Murphy, Deerbrook 
farmer. 
A circuit court Jury acquitted them 
as accessories of Cortls Cockerham, 
farmhand, confessed slayer of the 
65-year-old man. 


Cockerham, apprehended a few 


hours after Murphy's body was 
found near his farm last December, 
said he shot Murphy because "Rosie 
and the boy" asked him to "get rid 
of the old man." Cockerham admit- 
ted writing love letters 
to Mrs. 


Nichols. There was no Indication, 
authorities said, as to her reply. 


He said the couple promised him 


an automobile if he would kill-Mur- 
phy so they could obtain the farm 
on which they lived with the aged 
farmer. Another witness said Law- 
r.nce offered 5100 to any neighbor 
who would kill his uncle. 


The jury was out four hours.

Mexico City —(ff)— At least ten 


persons were burned to death and 
a score or more were injured when 
the 178-year-old Principal 
theatre 


burned at the end of a midnight per- 
formance today. The ruins were 
still, smouldering .when 
firemen 


brought out the.elght bodies and 
took them to a police station for 
identification. 
. 


' At 10 o'clock this morning when 
the ten bodies, all badly burned, had 
been taken from the ruins 
of the 


theatre, police reported that 
they 


had sighted four-others in .the de- 
bris.

•'Carinen -Velasco," one -of ttie ac- 
.tresses,. escaped •. frphi. the -.'.- burning 
buiiSw^u^reWned^'in* tan'Effo 
:to' rescue'-a;. ffiend, and 'lost her life'. 
.Another- actress; Lupe '.Resales, and 
a number of scene shifters were.al* 
so amongihe victims. Roberto Soto, 
famous Mexican comedian, had been 
ill and. although scheduled to appear 
was not In the theatre when the fire 
broke, out. 


A few hours after the fire the In 


terior of the theatre was a mass of 
twisted steel and charred 
timbers, 


making recovery of the bodies dif-

.Trapped .behind .a blazing curtain 


and with other exits cut off by the 
flames chorus girls, screaming, be 
lleved themselves doomed when fire- 
men fought their way through the 
blaze and saved them. Several were 
severely burned and maimed. 


The owner of the building, his wife 


and five small children, trapped up; 
stairs by the flames, were saved by 
firemen who emulated circus per- 
formers to get to them. Their ladders 
lacked five feet pf reaching to the 
balcony on which they stood. 
The 


firemen climbed to the top of the 
ladders and held out their arms to 
catch the children and their parents 
a? they Jumped. 


The theatre was built in 1752 by 


monks to stage benefit performances. 
In those days Mexico City still had 
many canals for streets and there 
are stories of the viceroys, who, at- 
tending- performances, were brought 
up to the theatre door in gondolas.

justment of stocks, production and 
marketing in which even a moder- 
ate expansion in demand will have 
immcdir.te results.

spending reflects into lower farm 
prices for products In which thaw, 


is no apparent depressing surplus, 
such as most dairy products. 


"Clear indication that the volume 


of savings in their various forms 
has been large and is still mounting. 


"The long term capital 
market 


over the past two and one half 
months has reflected an improved 
condition.*

Abroad, he said, "repeated evi- 


dences of improved conditions are 
recorded." 


The reports from American busi- 


ness were, added Barnes, all accom-

Only Million Dollar Defi- 


ciency Measure Re- 


mains as Big Issue 


Washington —(IP)— With all ma- 


jor legislation except tho $100.000.000 
deficiency bill out of the way, con- 
gress devoted its attention today to 
minor measures, to investigations 
completed or initiated and to post- 
adjournment political plans. 


The senate found it was not yet 


through with veterans* bonus legis- 
lation when Senator Earkley, Demo- 
crat, Kentucky, Introduced a mea- 
sure, to permit loans to be made on 
veterans' adjusted compensation cer- 
tificates as soon as issued, Instead 
of requiring them to be two years 
old. 
. 


The senate adopted the house reso- 


lution sponsored by the treasury de- 
partment to authorize that depart- 
ment to issue bonds to the extent 
of eight billion dollars-to meet the 
maturing of Liberty Loan bonds 
within the next few years. 


Approve Investigation. 


The senate's agriculture commit- 


tee approved nn investigation,;, pro- 
posed by Senator Wheeler, Demo- 
crat, Montana, Into -agricultural 
conditions, the report to be made 
to the next session of congress. 


The house ways and means com- 


mittee approved an investigation in- 
to conditions surrounding products 
for which embargoes have been 
urged during this session. This com- 
mittee also approved a resolution 
instructing the tariff commission to 
investigate the crude oil situation. 


The, house passed by 295 to 83, 


the Jenkins bill, to reduce by 90 per 
•cent/the number., of •immigrants* ad- 
mitted^ '£rpm"'-nll' countries; during, 
the next two years.;

The Bacon bill to prevent reduc-

of Europe and the British Isles were 
under snow .today. A biting wind 
piled tho white blanket high 
In 


places and in' others swept the 
ground bare. Bitter cold' prevailed. 
• Extreme winter conditions pre- 
vailed over most of tho continent. 
Traffic was held up !n many places, 
highways and railways were blocked 
in Sweden and telephone and tele- 
graph lines were down In Denmark. 


Snowfall In the British Isles 


varied from two to'three inches in 
the south to seven to eight inches 
In the north with deep drifts In the 
mountain districts 
of Scotland, 


Wales and Ulster. Sheep farmers 
suffered severe losses of stock. 


The gale which accompanied the 


snow raised dangerous seas in tho 
channel and North sea which claim- 
ed several victims. Sixteen were be- 
lieved to have perished near Eraser- 
burgh, Scotland, when a Dutch 
trawler turned over off shore and 
conditions were too bad to attempt a 
rescue.

gating Committee 


Washington— OP)— The senate's 


food prico investigating committee 
today recommended "careful scru- 
tiny" by the Federal Trade commis- 
sion and tho justice department of 
"an alarming tendency toward the 
monopolistic control" of the nation's 
food by "a small group of powerful 
corporations and combinations." 


Tho recommendation was embodied 


in tho coYnrnlttee's report to the sen- 
ate of its inquiry into the prices of 
bread, meats, sugar and milk. 


"Within the past few years the ab- 


sorption of Independent, bakers and 
milk distributors by gigantic, nation- 
wide corporations, holding 
com- 


panies, mergois, and chain enter- 
prises, has been carried forward with 
amazing rapidity," the report said. 


"Tho committee recommends the 


careful scrutiny of this -development 
by the Federal Trade commission 
and tho department of justice. 


"If existing laws arc- not sufficient 


to control these mergers and combi- 
nations in the public interest tho 
agencies above named should recom- 
mend to the congr i such remedial 
legislation as they deem necessary." 


Among other findings were: 
1—That tho retail prico of bread 


has not declined proportionately with 
the price of .wheat. 


2—That there should he an Imme 


diate reduction of at least 1 cent a 
pound in tho wholesale prices of 
bread throughout the country and a 
corresponding or larger-reduction In 
retail prices. 
: . ;..• , Cites Bread Price* 
-.' 3—Some evidence that there !c a 
combination in restraint of trade to 
fix and maintain tho retail price of 
bread. 


4-^TJiat tho wholesale and. retail 


prices of white flour have generally 
reflected tho decline in the prico of 
wheat. 


5—That tho lower prices' paid to 


the, farmer for milk purchased for 
fluid purposes havo In general been 
reflected In tho retail prices charged 
to the'consumer, but that the distrib- 
utor has not borne any portion of the 
reduction. 


6—That tho reduction in price paid 


to the producer for milk used in the 
manufacture of dairy 
products, 


which Is usually purchaBcd at tho 
•surplus price, has not In general 
been reflected in tho retail prices 
paid by the consumer for dairy pro- 
ducts. 


7—That tho retail prices of meat 


havo reflected tho lower price receiv- 
ed by tho producer at.d tho packer on 
a cents per pound basis but that the 
percentage of decrease'In the retail 
price Is materially less, duo to the 
existence <of too many dealers com- 
peting with each other, rather than 
a combination in restraint of trade. 


8—That tin coot of distributing 


foods aro too high and that a study 
of tho marketing of farm products is 
woi-iny of consideration. 


Tho report found that'responsibil- 


ity for the failure of the retail price 
of bread to reflect tho decline in the 
price of wheat "rests primarily upon 
the largo wholesale bakery com- 
panies, which have failed to pass on 
to the consumer the recent reduc- 
tions in the costs of their Ingrcdl 
ents."

Urbana, HI.—OP)—-About 9 o'clock 


on a March night one finds in the 
eastern sky, just rising, the constel- 
lation of Bootes, marked 
by the 


bright star Arcturus. A little south- 
cast of tho zenith is Leo. 
This Is a brilliant group of stars, 


six of which are arranged in the 
form of a sickle, with tho bright star 
Kegulus at the base or handle. The 
top 
of the sickle Is to the north 


and the blade opens toward 
the 


west. 
The constellation 
extends from 


the sickle eastward 
to Denebola. 


which is half way on a line drawn 
from Regulus to Arcturus. The an- 
cients saw in this group of stars. 
Leo, the lion. The sickle formed his 
head and mane and Denebola was 
at the end of tho tall. 


A spectacular 
and entertaining 


sight through an ordinary palr\of 
field glasses Is the star cluster Prae- 
sepe, or the Beehive, 
in Cancer. 


About 9 o'clock on a night in the 
middle of March it is on the meridi- 
an, south of the zenith. 


A convenient way of locating this 


object is to imagine a straight line 
drawn from the red planet Mars to 


the star Regulus. The Beehive is 
one quarter of the way along this 
line from Mars. 


To the naked eye, this object ap- 


pears as a small, hazy patch of light 
in the center of a small triangle of 
three relatively faint stars. 
With 


field glasses, tho component stars 
of this cluster are easily distinguish- 
ed and form 
a truly 
Interesting 


sight. 


This typo of object is known as 


an open cluster and is made up of 
thousands of stars, all traveling to- 
gether in a compact group. Such 
groups are fairly common in the 
sky and are all in our galaxy. 


In tho early evening, the planet 


Jupiter Is seen in the southwestern 
sky. It is the brightest object in the 
heavens at this time, except for the 
moon, and shines out with a steady 
yellow light. The winter constella- 
tions also are still visible in 
the 


western sky in March.

Of Garden Seeds, Bulbs 


One of the mysteries of "nature 


never satisfactorily explained is why 
t,eeds show such a wide divergence 
in the time they require to germin- 
ate. Some will como up within a 
week, some in ten days, some In 
two weeks, while othi-rs may require 
weeks, months and even a year or 
more to germinate. 


The seed is an embryo plant sur- 


rounded with food material 
suffi- 


cient to start it on Its way, the 
whole protected by a coating of 
varying hardness ana thickness. 


Plans of some botanical families 


germinate quickly. Ot.ior f am lies are 
noted for l-elng slow .ibout Rerminat- 
Lig. In the vegetable garden the 
members of the botanical 
family 


known aa the curclferae or cross 
bearers, because of th. :r arangement 
of four petals in cross formation, 
are tbe speedy germinators. Tbe rad- 
ish belongs to this family and it is 
the Quickest vegetable to como up. 
Othe.o relatives are the turnip and 
cabbage, which also germinate freely 
and promptly. 
Th) slow coaches in the vegetable 


garden are the members of the urn- 
belllferae or umbrella carriers, so 
named fom the umbrella-shaped ar- 
rangement of tho flower cluster. 
These include the parsnip, carrot, 
and parsley. Peas ar..' beans como 
up with reasonable promptness. We 
expect corn in about two wceke. "We 


know that parsley will take about 
three- weeks. 


A knowledge of the time of ger- 


mination will save considerable wor- 
ry abo« tho garden. ?^ there sh^ull 
he no worry because parsnips don't 
come up as quickly aa radishes. The 
main factor aside from the natural 
time of germination to be considered 
Is that of moisture. A maintained 
condition of molsturo will produce 
quicker germination than dry condi- 
tions. If tbe soil is dry when the 
seed Is planted and remains so. ger- 
mination will be delayed ur.tU proper 
moisture is present 


If the soil is not moist, it should 


be gently watered after seeds are 
in tho ground, using a fine spray so 
that seed will not be washed out of 
its rows. Expect radishes first, then 
beets, lettuco and tho others over 
a period of three weeks, the parsley, 
para.ilpa and carrots belncr tho last 
to appear. Don't expect all tho seed 
to come up at once. It Isn't its nat- 
ure to do so.

BIRTH OF SCHCRZ 


On March 2, .1829, Carl Schurz, a famous 


American political leader and soldier, was born 
near Cologne, Germany. Educated at the Uni- 
versity of Bonn, he later took part In the revo- 
lutionary movement in 1848, but was finally 
forced to flee -to Switzerland. • 


He emigrated to the United States In 1852 and 


settled at Watertown. Wis. Less than 10 years 
later he was appointed minister to Spain by 
Presfdent Lincoln, but resigned at the outbreak 
of the Civil \Var to join the Union Army.

Today, .alas, the"drug 'salvar- 
san is obsolete, no longer' used, 
superceded by "unproved" or "modi- 
fied? remedies of similar character, 
all, curiously enough, made in .the 
country and marked by the people 
who invented the beautiful phrase. 


Still, we do .see some magic;'in 


modern medicine. The best rfiagic 
seldom Or never' gets into the papers. 
I have persuaded several thou- 


sands of readers to select the mod- 
ern method of tonsil removal In- 
stead of the old-fashioned method,

Reds Bar Finn Janitor For 
His Antagonism To Negroes 


New York — C/P)—Expelled from 


the Communist party 
for "white 


chauvinism" in the 
treatment of 


Negroes, August Yokinen, Finnisli 
janitor, trod the weary road to re- 
demption today. 
In the first mass trial staged by 


Communists in America, Yokinen. 
who speaks and understands but 
little English, was convicted yester- 
day by a jury in spite of an impas- 
sioned plea by his Negro 
counsel. 


The jury was composed 
of seven 


Negroes and seven white persons, 
including three women. The scene 
was a dance hall In the 
heart of 


Harlem with 2,000 members of both 
races in attendance. 


Toklnen's trial 
was based 
on 


charges 
that 
he 
discriminated 


against three Negroes at the Finn- 
ish Workers club ball some weeks 
ago—"falling to jump at the throats 
of those who would eject the Negro 
comrades. "White chauvinism," It 
was explained, 
is the violation of 


complete political, economic and so- 
cial equality 
of 
Negroes 
and 


whites. 
"Comrade Yokinen made formal 


acceptance 
of the 
Communistic 


principle of equal rights." prose- 
cutor Clarence A. 
Hathaway said, 


"but he was not willing to accept its 
substance. Do you suppose it is pos- 
sible for our party to convince tho 
Negroes that we will fight for them 
if we show them we are not ready to 
bathe with them" 


Admitting that his 
client was 


guilty of a "grievous crime," Rich- 
ard B. Moore, Communist candidate 


for attorney general in the last elec- 
tion, pleaded that Yokinen 
should 


not be "destroyed," declaring that 
"expulsion is worse than death at 
the hands of the bourgeoisie." 


"I would rather have 
my head 


severed by the lynchers than be ex- 
pelled from the Communist interna- 
tional," Moore cried while the 'audi- 
ence stamped and cheered. 


When the proceedings had 
been 


Interpreted for him, the defendant 
submitted to full confession. 


"I refute and condemn my for- 


mev attitude and I want to prove 
it," he read In Finnish. "I appeal 
to you not to deprive me of an op* 
portunityto work for the full equal- 
ity of the Kegro and the solidarity 
of Negro and white workers." 


Nevertheless, the jury returned a 


unanimous guilty verdict but offer- 
ed to readmit him to the party In a 
year if he waged a crusado against 
"white chauvinism" and 
cherished 


the Negro on every occasion offered 
him. 
"I will do it. I 
did wrong the 


club." said Yokinen with a repent- 
ant nod of his head.

ternal benefit society In the country, 
with about 15 per cent of the total 
fraternal Insurance in force, would 
have faced ultimate ruin, accord- 
ing to its officials, it the supreme 
court had assumed jurisdiction and 
reversed the decision of the Illinois 
supreme court upholding a change 
In rating plan adopted by the head 
camp of the order In 1929. 


The change in rating method \\as 


made because of a steady increase in 
the mortality rate of the member- 
ship. From 1932 to 1929. for example, 
tho death rate had jumped from 
10.SS 
per 1.000 members to 14 96. 


Rates Too Low 


Level rates that had been more 


than adequate 
during the early 


years of the society, operated on 
a pay-as-you-go basis, 
had 
been 


found insufficient as the members 
grew older and died In greater num- 
bers. It was a case of changing over 
to some kind of legal reserve, or 
other adequate plan for all those in- 
sured, or giving up tho ship. The 
officers chose the former 
alterna- 


tive, resulting in this litigation In- 
stituted by certain ot tho older mem- 
bers. They protested because tho 
new plan would either Increase their 
rates or diminish the amount of 
their insurance protection.

Do Not Put 
Children On 
Their Honor 


ANOELO PATM 


A young teacher writes to ask If 


children are,to be put upon their 
honor In school. X say no. This idea 
Is based upon the notion that cheat- 
Ins; must be guarded against, that 
children must be made to feel high- 
ly conscious of the moralities of the 
classroom. This ought not to be done 
uutil the high school age and then 
In the senior classes. 
In the elementary classes It is best 


to assume that all children are hon- 
est and honorable. They are. The 
teacher steadily teaches truth, ac- 
ctflacy, honor. In the dally routine. 
She does this teaching Indirectly, 
but consciously. She Is conscious of 
what »u& is doing a» feu« instills tiie 
Idea of truth, accuracy, or honor, 
from hour to hour, but the children, 
though they are drinking It in with 
the ale they breathe, are not consci- 
ous of it. 
Little children are slow to catch 


tho xaoralities. They are primitive 
creatures to whom right Is right and 
wrong Is wrong. Black and white are 
the only colon they know about 
when Judging their companion's 
conduct, or their own. Whole classes 
have been set by the ears because 
a young teacher tried to make the 
little children conscious of their con- 
duct by marking themselves honor- 
able, or dishonorable. The super-sen- 
sitive" child wore herself to a sick- 
bed and the callous one Joyfully 
marked himself high-degree-honora- 
ble without a quiver. Little children 
ought not to have this laid upon 
them. 
' 
In the higher grades of the ele- 


mentary school the 
teaching 
be- 


comes more direct. Stores of right 
and courageous conduct are told 
them. Lives of .great and good men 
and women are discussed. Emphasis 
Is laid upon, the fineness of such 
characters but* little is said as to 
the personal moralities .of the chil- 
dren. It is better to take it for grant- 
ed until someone indicates that 
he does no undersand the fine points 
of classroom ethics and crosses the 
line. It Is here that, in my opinion, 
many mistakes are made. It Is most 
unwise to speak about such a breach 
before the class, to hav> tho class In 
executive session pass judgment up- 
on "the mistaken classmate. This is 
the private business of the teacher 
and the pupil and should be kept 
between them: Nothing should be 
said about It to anyone outside.the 
classroom if at all possible. Once.a 
mistake becomes public, once a child 
feels that he Is publicly branded, he

Too much ball playing abil- 
ity is dulled and deadened because 
players have no opportunity to show 
what, they can do. 


"No railroad company would do 


this sort of thing, no manufacturer 
would do it, and.no great employer 
of labor would do it. Yet here we 
baseball men go. on from season to 
season carrying a 25 per cent sur- 
plus Of players from which we gain 
little or nothing, and then we boast 
that tho business importance of this 
sport has been magnified by millions 
of dollars.

PASS BUS LAWS 


Attention Turns to States to 


See if They Will Ac- 


complish Anything

Washington— (CPA)—It is appar- 


ent today that the present session of 
congress will adjourn without enacU 
big a law for the regulation of inter- 
state motor bus operation. Hence, at* 
tention will turn to the state legis- 
latures for such relief as they may 
be able .to accomplish in the effort to 
control Uie bus business. 


This completes the sixth year of ef- 


fort to secure federal legislation, 
which has been sought not only by 
the railroads but by the motor bus 
operators themselves, as well as by 
the state regulatory commissions 
representing the public. After having 
been the subject of numerous hear- 
ings conducted by congressional com- 
mittees and an exhaustive Investiga- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, a bill was passed by the 
house last March and was reported 
to the senate in May. It was on the 
senate calehdar for action at the 
present session, but was recommitted 
to the committee on interstate com- 
merce and there remains. 


In nearly every one of the state 


legislatures now In session there is 
pending some form of proposed leg- 
islation designed further to control 
or to tax the motor carriers. 


No Legislation 


Wyoming's is the only one of the 


43 legislatures which began sessions 
in January that has 
finished its 


work. No bus legislation was enacted 
in that state. 


In those states which do not now 


exercise complete control of bus op- 
erations, bills are pending to give 
the state commission such control. 
Many states are attempting to im- 
pose additional taxes on buses, and 
a bill In Tennessee proposes that 
such carriers shall be 
required 


to pay one-third of the cost of elim- 
inating grado crossings on highways 
used oy buses. 


Much of this proposed legislation 


Is attributed to the activity of the 
railroads, some of which allege that 
the motor carriers are not propor- 
tionately taxed. The latter, however, 
assert that motor.bus .transportation 
pays a larger proportion of its gross 
revenues for taxes than any. other 
public utility In the United States, in- 
eluding the railroads. Annual taxes 
paid by motor buses, they claim 
amount to 7.2 cents out of every dol- 
lar they take in, while the average 
paid by all public utilities, railroads 
and busses included, Is 4.5 cents from 
each dollar. Railroad taxes in 1929 
represented 1.5 per cent of total in 
vestment, while bus taxes amounted 
to 7.68 per cent of their total invest- 
ment, the bus men say. 


Not all of the railroads are insist- 


ing upon increases in bus taxes, be- 
cause some of them are surprisingly 
large-owners of busses.

Three Possible Sites in 
Wisconsin 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 


Washing Ion—The authorization of 


three large national forests unit* is 
Wisconsin is under consideration by 
the National Forest Reservation com- 
mission though final action will prob- 
ably not be taken until next folL 


The largest of the three I* known 
as the Naroekegon unit and consist* 
of 327,000 acres in "TVashburn and 
Douglas-cos. The second in size Istba 
Oconto unit. 204.800 acres In Oconto 
and Langlade-cos: and the third is 
the Mondeaux unit In northern Tay- 
lor-co and consists of about 17&000 
acres. 


The Oconto unit contains portions 


of the Oconto. Peshtigo and Wolf riv- 
ers. The soil varies from light to 
heavy sand loam and la very stony. 
Only a small portion is swamp. The> 
secretary of agriculture reports that 
the territory Included in the unit is 
forested, cut-over or denuded and 
that "the control and management ot 
said lands by the federal government 
will promote the production of tim- 
ber thereon." 


The principal varieties of trees 


found In this territory are Jack. Nor- 
way and white pine nnd mixed hard- 
woods. About 73,000 acres are not 
restocking and would probably re- 
quire planting. 


The land, which has an average 


price of $1.75 an acre, is traversed by 
the Chicago and Xorth Western Kail- 
road and by state and county high- 
ways. 


About 10.000 acres of the land la 


owned by the counties; 170.000 acres 
by large owners, and the remainder 
by small owners. Because of the al«. 
most complete exhaustion of orig- 
inal timber supply, the lumber in- 
dustry has been reduced to a very 
low point, the Department of Agri- 
culture reports after, a survey, and 
agricultural development Is limited. 


The department recommends that 


tho establishment of this unit be ap- 
proved.

West Palm Beach, and Tampa, Fla. 
The purpose of the 
application is 


their desire to be able to compete for 
traffic which now moves by rail to 
the ports of New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore and thence by water 
to southern points. 


However, 
the railroads do not 


wish to reduce all-rail rates to Interi- 
or points, many of which are inter- 
mediate «to southern points. 
Such 


reduction without permission of the 
I. C. C. would violate the fourth sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce act.
